In Most European Lands It Is Daar 
and Used Sparingly. 
Along m any parts of the B rittany 
coast w here the land is low you m ay 
see the sea salt industry being car­ 
ried on on a large scale. 
In the U nit­ 
ed States salt is cheaply produced a t 
inland points by evaporation from salt 
w ater pum ped from deep wells, but in 
m ost of the countries o£ Europe the 
bulk of th e salt w hich is consum ed is 
m ade by the evaporation of sea w ater. 
Sea salt is n o t so pure as sa lt w hich 
is produced from wells, as it contains 
a percentage of salts of m agnesium , 
potassium and lime, w ith traces of 
iodiue and other elem ents in addition 
to the sodium chloride w hich is the 
desired substance. B ut it answ ers th e 
purpose about as well. 
T he sea w ater is let into g reat shal­ 
low basins or ponds a t high tide, the 
flow' being controlled by gates. 
The 
sun, w hich shines very pow erfully on 
th e south B reton coast, gradually evap­ 
orates the w ater, and the brine be­ 
comes constantly stronger. 
M ore w a­ 
ter is let in from tim e to tim e until a 
certain point of saturation is reached, 
and then th e w ater is allow ed to dry 1 
up, and the sa lt is le ft behind as a 
thin crust or coating on the bottom of . 
the ponds. 
T he sa lt is then gathered by m eans 
of rakes and scoops. 
In this form, of 
course, it is very im pure, for in taking 
it up a large am ount of d irt is taken 
up w ith it. 
I t is piled up, and in due 
course the action of the rain and 
w eather serves to filter out m ost of 
the dirt, and the salt is left in fairly . 
pure condition.' 
As you go along through the salt 
districts you will see hundreds of these 
w hite piles of salt, containing perhaps 
a ton or so each. 
The crude salt is 
finally taken to mills, w here it is put 
through refining processes and m ade 
ready for m arket. 
Salt brings high prices in m ost E u­ 
ropean countries. 
I t is snch a luxury 
th a t the people have to be sparing of 
i t 
You m ight w onder why tills is 
when Europe has such a huge coast 
line and all th a t is necessary is to let 
the sea w ater evaporate under the in ­ 
fluence of Old Sol to produce all the 
salt any one could w a n t 
B ut here is w here the law steps in. 
The governm ent assum es th a t the sea 
is its property, and it will not allow 
ordinary citizens to m ake salt from it 
or in fact m ake any other private use 
of it w ithout a license. 
Poor fisherm en in T urkey were p u t 
In prison because they boiled sea w a­ 
ter and m ade th eir ow n s a lt 
T his il­ 
licit m aking of salt w as against the 
law , ju st as the m aking of spirituous 
liquor w ithout a proper license from 
the governm ent is against the law' in 
this country.

Weather co nditio ns affect the results 
decidedly , the dry air o f winter being 
mo re dangero us than mo ist summer 
air. Gaso line ex plo sio ns in garages are 
o ften bro ught abo ut by static electric­ 
ity , a fact definitely pro v ed. 
In case o l’ fire tight cans are liable to 
ex plo de, thro wing the burning gaso line 
all o v er the premises, thereby augment­ 
ing the tire. 
Fo r this reaso n gaso line 
sho uld be sto red o utside the ho use, 
preferably in safety ty pe cans (cans 
with fine wire gauze in neck and 
spo ut).

Bills amounting to $234 for the

Some of the best fchown hymns la 


the language liave been written by 
•children. Everybody knows "My Faith 
Looks Up to Thee," a Jiymn'-with, a 
unique reo^d. It was the. first ..hymn 
tie author, Dr. 'Bay 'Palmer, ever 
wrote. It is by far the most popular 
of his hymns. It was written when 
be was a mere lad, and lie survived 
Its publication and popularity sixty 
years. Itwas.setto music in the year 
,of its birth and has always been sung 
to the same tune. 


One of the best known hymns in the 


world Is "There Is a Land of Pure De- 
light" Yet it was written by Isaaq 
Watte before he reached manhood. It 
is said that he was staying in the Isle 
of Wight and looking across to Hamp- 
shire when he penned the lines: 


Sweet fields beyond the swelling flood 


Stand dressed In living green. 
That fine soldierly hymn, "Oft In 


Danger, Oft In Woe, Onward, Chris- 
tian, Onward Go," was actually writ- 
ten by a boy and girl who never saw 
each Other. The boy was poor Henry 
Kirke White,, who died before he 
reached manhood, and the girl was 
Frances FuUer-Maltland. 
"The'fact is'that when the boy poet 
died the litHe girl was not born. 'Ex- 
actly when Kirke White wrote his 
verses is not known, lor they were 
found among Ms papers alter his 
death. He had -worked some' sums In 
algebra on the same sheet 


Twenty years later the litHe Frances, 


fourteen years old, wrote the verses 
beginning respectively, "Let your 
drooping hearts be glad," "I*t not 
sorrow dim your eye," and "Onward, 
then, to battle more," which made a 
fine hymn of what was really only a 
set of verses. 


Prances Hidley Havergal wrote one 


of her best known hymns: when she 
was a jgh-1 ol fifteen. In lact, it was 
the first thing ol any importance she 
ever penned.

DANGER IN GASOLINE. 


This Substance. Is Seven Times More 


Powerful Than Dynamite. 


Do you know that- gasoline .gas i? 


seven times more powerful than dyna- 
mate? asks the National Cash Register 
News in an article on the use of gaso- 
. line, wlth.sar.ety in the home. Gasoline 
'is'a thin,"water white liquid which 
evaporates rapidly and throws off vast 
quantities ol vapor very inflammable 
«nd explosive when mixed with airi ; 


Substances like cotton, linen, silk, 


especially when unwashed and undyed, 
become more or less electrified when 
rubbed or moved quickly in a bath of 
.gasoline, the gasoline becoming nega- 
tively charged. Gasoline being a bad 
conductor, the generated electricity ac- 
cumulates and reaches such tension 
that sparks are possible, igniting the 
gasoline and causing fire and explosion. 
Weather conditions affect the results 
decidedly, the dry air of" winter being 
more dangerous than moist summer 
air. Gasoline explosions in garages are 
often brought about by static electric- 
ity, a fact definitely proved. 


In case of fire tight cans are liable to 


explode, throwing the burning gasoline 
all over the premises, thereby augment- 
ing-the fire. For this reason gasoline 
should be stored oubside the house, 
preferably in safety type cans (cons 
with fine wire gauze in neck and 
spout). 
Gasoline used for cleaning should, be 


used outdoors, at least fifty feet from 
any fire, light or burning substance, 
never in an inclosed room. The heavy 
rapqrs travel long distances and are 
highly explosive. Never .clean gloves 
on the hands. The rubbing or agitating 
of clothing in gasoline should be ac- 
complished by means of a dry stick. 


Gasoline stoves should never be filled 


with a light or fire within fifty feet ol 
the stove. 


Nitrocellulose. 


.Cotton in the form of nitrocellulose 
is the most important component of< 
all military propulsive explosives. 
Strictly speaking, the raw material 
used is cotton waste, or the stuff re- 
jected in the manufacture of cotton, 
•goods. Jute, ramie, kapok fiber, sul- 
phite pulp, spun cotton and otheu 
forms of cellulose, have all been tried, 
but the only trustworthy material is 
^cotton waste.

able today at the office of the" secre- 
tary of state. A saving of many 
hundreds of dollars in postage and 
the vost of.'the plates and the mak- 
ing of the plates" uniform in lettering 
wiere the reasons given for the devia- 
tion from the exact 
specifications 


for the lettering and figures prescrib- 
ed in the 1913 license law. 


The deviation 
of the 
letters 


"END" and the figures which desig- 
nate the year for which the 'license is 
issued has ibeen in effect sinee; the 
first operation of the auto'licensing 
statute in 1913. That year the see- 
jetary of state, after 
examining 


many samples of auto plates, found 
that a saving of at least 1 cent on 
each plate for postage charges could 
be accomplished by making letters 
and .figures in question two inches 
in bight instead of two and one-half 
inches as the law's specifications 
provided it was explained at the sec- 
retary's office today. 


It also was found that "a plate with 


•these letters and figures two inches 


in bight ••could be bought at a sav- 
ing from 2 to" 3Vents oil each 
plate, it was stated. This year about 
97,000 auto" plates were issued and 
the secretary's office believes that 
total savng>o":T3*t<>'4 cents a plate 
also resulted this year and in 1914. 


It was decided when the first " li- 


cense plates were bought that the de- 
viation-of one-half inch in the size 
of the letters "IND" and the figures 
representing the year for which the 
license was issued; would also result 
in a-more compact and uniform plate 
than could the obtained if the speci- 
fications in the law .were adhered to 
strictly. 


Therefore, the change was decided 


on in 1913, according to a statement 
given out at the secretary's office. 
Lew G. Ellingham, formerly secre- 
tary of tstate and his assistant. Her- 
man L. Conter, who now is the de- 
puty df Homer L. Cook, the present 
secretary of state, orginally decided 
on the two-inch specifications for 
these letters' and figures on-the li- 
cense plates, it was said, today, and 
the same specifications have -been in- 
cluded in each succeeding .contract 
for the auto plates.
